A showdown on the proposal to 
locate the state prison farm be¬ 
tween Costa Mesa and Huntington 
Beach was anticipated today as 
the state prison site committee 
prepared to hold a meeting at Los 
Angeles next Thursday. 

Today there was intense activity 
on both sides of the question. Op¬ 
ponents were doing all in their 
power to keep the prison from be¬ 
ing established near here. Those 
who wish it to come to this local¬ 
ity were busy trying to convert 
others to their way of thinking. 

That the proposition will receive 
no support from Edward Craig of 
Brea, speaker of the assembly and 
member of the prison site commit¬ 
tee, was indicated today in a letter 
he sent to Roland D. Flaherty, 
farm bureau secretary. 

Craig's Stand 

"You may rest assured," said 
Speaker Craig, "that i will have 
no part in any action that will 
jeopardize the water supply of our 
county." 

The letter was a reply to one 
sent him by the farm bureau 
board of directors, opposing the 
site on the ground that Orange 
county needs its water for its 
own use rather than for a prison 
farm. The farm bureau letter 
called attention to plans for In¬ 
tensive cultivation of the prison 
farm, pointing out that it is no! 
now cultivated, to the ultimate 
prison population of 5000 inmates 
and to probable establishment oi 
a cannery there, all of which 
would require water. 

Harold Graul, president of the 
Costa Mesa chamber of com¬ 
merce, today took issue with those 
who oppose the prison because of 
its water use. He said there is 
ample water available on the site 
and that if more is needed, it can 
be obtained from the Metropolitan 
water district. 

Opponents Comment 

Opponents of the proposition say 
they are aware of the fact that 
the prison would bring a certain 
amount of business to this area, 
but they explain that no one town 
could hope to get all of it because 
the state undoubtedly would pur¬ 
sue a policy of spreading it out as 
thin as possible. 

The Huntington Beach chamber 
of commerce board of directors is 
expected in the next few days to 
meet and act on the question. The 
Newport Beach and Santa Ana 
chambers have opposed )t vigor¬ 
ously. At Costa Mesa a majority of 
the chamber officers and directors 
have signed a letter stating they 
have no objection to use of the 
site. 

Petitions opposing the program 
were being circulated In Costa 
Mesa today and it was reported 
many signatures were being 
obtained.

Dusty Archives at Capito! 
Reveal Mooney 'Battle' 


The Journal's

SACRAMENTO, April 10. UP) - 
Clearing out dusty archives in 
preparation for remodelling por¬ 
tions of the second floor of the 
capitol brought to light old news¬ 
papers, magazines and other relics 
of interest. 

A monthly publication 17 years 
ago, troubled by the doubt in the 
public mind aroused by charges 
Tom Mooney's conviction had been 
accomplished by fraud and per¬ 
jury, commissioned a writer to 
present "only well-established 
facts" in order that the reader 
might “form his own opinion con¬ 
cerning the guilt or innocence of 
Mooney" and decide for himself 
“whether the evidence (at the 
trial) was fairly presented or 
framed.” 

Many Irate Letters 

Later issues of the magazine 
contained irate letters to the edi¬ 
tor from various sources, flaying 
the writer of the five lengthy In¬ 
stallments and apparently indicat¬ 
ing this pioneer in the pursuit of 
presenting an "impartial” sum¬ 
marization succeeded no better 
than the hundreds who have fol¬ 
lowed in his endeavor in convinc¬ 
ing everybody he had been fair. 

Millions of words have since 


j been printed. There have been 
iiooks and pamphlets without 
number, many reports and find¬ 
ings of committees and commis¬ 
sions, a presidcntlally-inspired In¬ 
vestigation and one by the U. S. 
senate. Four governors have con¬ 
ducted hearings; the state supreme 
court conducted one; Mooney went 
to trial again on an unused count j 
and was acquitted; for months a 
referee’s court has been in session 
at San Francisco taking testimony 
pertaining to the case, but Mooney 
is still In San Quentin prison. 

Few Faces Left 
Written at a time when the 
Mooney trial was still fresh in the ! 
minds of the people, the five 
lengthy articles set forth much of 
interest In the case then which 
has been forgotten in later pro¬ 
ceedings. As the years have 
passed, many faces, supposed facts 
and figures have dropped out and 
been replaced by new ones. Only 
a few of the central figures are 
\ still In the picture. 

The thing which most aroused 
the country, the editor said in a 
i prefactory note, was receipt of 
[ cables “that a Petrograd revolu¬ 
tionary mob had attacked the 
American embassy to protest 
I against . . . the execution of a 
man named 'Muni'."

ITHACA, N. Y.. April 10—A 
grant of .142.500 by the Rocke¬ 
feller Foundation for a six-year 
study of ways to lengthen the life 
span of men and animals was an¬ 
nounced today by President Liv¬ 
ingston Farrand of Cornell univer¬ 
sity. 

The riddles of the last half of 
adult life are the Cornell objec¬ 
tives They are a new angle of 
attack on the problem of longev¬ 
ity. Science heretofore has con¬ 
centrated mainly on youth, and 
first half of life. 

How Diet Effects 

Direct evidence, found in the 
laboratory of animal nutrition of 
the New York State College of 
Agriculture at Cornell, of unex¬ 
pected diet effects on longevity in 
the latter half of life is respon¬ 
sible for this new investigation. 

The study is under the direc¬ 
tion of Dr. L. A. Maynard, Dr. 

('. Mot ay, and fir. S. A. As- 
dell. The work is described as 
•study of the Interrelationship 
hetween Ihe diet and the bio¬ 
chemical changes that take 
place during the last half of 
life.” 

"The purpose of this study," the 
outline of the work states, ‘'will 
be the development of diets to re¬ 
tard the changes in the animal 
body that come with old age and 
senility in order to extend the use¬ 
ful fraction of life span of man 
and domestic animals 

Will Extend Findings 

"These researches will extend 
the findings of the past six years 
In the past, the problem has cen¬ 
tered upon the interrelationship 
between growth and life span. 

"It has been found that the diet 
which promotes the most rapid 
growth of the body is not necessar¬ 
ily the same that retards old age 
and extends the useful span of 
life. 

"In the course of these past 
studies numerous observations sup¬ 
port the theory that the character¬ 
istics of youth can be retained in 
the animal body by special diet¬ 
aries."

Two elderly Franklin county, 
Kan., women deeded their homes 
to the county in return for care 
for the remainder of their lives. 


If you simply have to do some¬ 
thing you shouldn't and go to jail, 
be sure you go to a good jail—one 
like the Orange county jail, which 
is one of the best in California. 

A* inspection rating of below 60 
per cent for 59 out of 69 Califor¬ 
nia jails, both county and local, 
was given by Sanford Bates, di¬ 
rector of the federal bureau of 
prisons, recently, he told a house 
sub-committee in Washington. 

The jail in Orange county is far 
above the average for the state. 
Sheriff I-ogan Jackson said today. 
The federal inspections are made 
for the purpose of determining the 
amount of pay to be given the 
county for each federal prisoner, 
and vary according to the cleanli¬ 
ness, freedom from disease and 
immorality, amount of exercise, 

! food, library, treatment, size and 
numerous other considerations. 

Paid 65 Cents Daily 

The Orange county jail, since 
1931. has been raised from a rating 
; of 50 to one of 75. All during the 
i depression years it maintained an 
average of 65, which meant that 
the government paid Orange coun¬ 
ty 65 cents per day for each fed¬ 
eral prisoner in the county jail. 

How outstanding this rating is 
is revealed in the fact that only 
eight California jails rated as high 
as 70 per cent, and that only one 
was rated between 70 and 80 (evi¬ 
dently the Orange county jail, al¬ 
though they were not named), and 
only one between 90 and 100. 

I wanted to see such a good jail 
and told Sheriff Jackson so. We 
took a trip through its three 
stories. 

Today there are 186 prisoners 
in the jail, two of whom are juve¬ 
niles. Of these 186 there are 68 
Mexicans, seven Chinese, four Jap¬ 
anese and one Korean. The aver¬ 
age is more or less borne out 
throughout the year, the sheriff 
said. 

In the basement of the jail is the 
heating plant and the jail laundry. 
All blankets, mats for the bunks 
and clothes are carefully steam- 
cleaned before being distributed to 
prisoners. When a man is sent to 
jail he first is bathed, given medi¬ 
cal examination, then handed his 
jail uniform, five blankets and a 
mat. The laundry work is done 
by trustees. 

On the first floor are two cells 
for solitary confinement, used 
either for unruly prisoners, or as a 
punishment for rule infraction; a 
juvenile "tank" where prisoners 
under age are segregated from the 
older and perhaps more hardened 
criminals, and the first of series of 
tanks. 

Cleanliness Is Keyword 

On the second floor are felon 
cells, where those having been sent 
up for felony, awaiting felony trial 
or shipment to state prison are 
kept. The other cells, or tanks, 
are long, room-like arrangements 
containing a corridor, allowing 
plenty of space and freedom of 
movement, and a series of smaller 
cells with four bunks in each. 

Cleanliness is the keyword 
throughout the building. The 
walls are carefully painted, all 
In white, and are washi-d daily. 
The floors, both in and out of 
colls, are scrublsd three times 
a day. Once a week the entire 
building is given a complete ren¬ 
ovating, including washing of 
bars, scrubbing of all floors and 
walls, and a thorough ■team- 
cleaning of all equipment. 

Prisoners with infectious dis¬ 
eases are segregated and given 


treatment if possible, otherwise 
they are moved to the Orange 
county hospital. Meals are served 
carefully and plainly in small cor¬ 
ridor-like rooms opposite the cell 
blocks. Prisoners are allowed 
some of little things of life, such 
as electrical appliances, lamps, 
mirrors, bath equipment. 

Library of 1500 Volumes 

On the second floor is the pris¬ 
on library, which in itself is a 
recommendation for the jail. It 
contains more than 1500 volumes 
of all kinds, and a casual inspec¬ 
tion revealed that most of the 
books are good. Any subject is 
permitted except crime. There is 
no blood and thunder and no gen¬ 
tleman-burglar stuff. 

Magazines are greatly in de¬ 
mand. The entire library and all 
the magazines which the jail re¬ 
ceives weekly are contributed by 
Santa Anans. 

On the top floor is the state 
teletype system, identification 
files, fingerprint and photograph 
departmeht, and the technical files 
of the law-enforcement arm of Or¬ 
ange county. 

It's a good jail. The federal bu¬ 
reau of prisons says so. To show 
just how good it is, the bureau re¬ 
ports that 1772 jails out of 2894 
inspected in the nation as a whole 
rated less than 50 per cent, and 
that 95 2 per cent of all jails rated 
at 60 per cent or below. 


Work Done in March by 
State's Quarantine 
Guards Is Told 


G. W. Himes, Brea, Wins 
Judgment as Result 
of Auto Accident 


SACRAMENTO, April 10. UP)— 
Ever on the alert, California’s 
“Q-men” stand guard at border 
stations and ports of entry for 
dangerous agricultural pests or¬ 
iginating in far-flung lands of the 
world. 

They are quarantine officials— 
the personnel of the bureau of 
plant quarantine, of which A. C. 
Fleury is chief—and their experi¬ 
ences in preventing the entrance 
of forbidden insects last month 
are typical of a year-’round vigil. 

Results of Work 

Here are the highlights of the 
work of the agricultural detec¬ 
tives in March, as recorded in 
Fleury’s report: 

Two larvae of the Mediterran¬ 
ean fruit fly were taken from 
seven Hawaiian coffee berries. 

Patrol officers intercepted citrus 
pests in a barrel of grapefruit 
marked "shelled pecans” from 
Pleasanton, Tex., an area under 
federal quarantine for Mexican 
fruit fly. The contents were 
packed in crushed cotton seed, 
with danger of introducing the 
cotton boll weevil. 

Maple trees from Japan sent to 
a California nurseryman were re¬ 
fused entry as hosts for Farla- 
toria theae, a scale insect not 
known to occur in this country. 

Other Pests Detected 

A Venezuela orchid was allowed 
to go through only after treat¬ 
ment for a plant bug of a genus 
and species new to California, and 
larvae of a beetle, while one from 
Nicaragua was the home of a 
colony of ants. 

Bean pod borers were found on 
two Mauna Loa leis designed 
from Canavalia flowers. 

Port officers held up entry of' 
dried orange peel from China 
that showed citrus blackspot, not 
known to occur in California. 

A leaf miner was taken on 
leaves of orchid plants arriving 
by mail from Honduras. 


George W. Hines, Brea, was $10.- 
000 richer today by virtue of his 
court victory over Mr. and Mrs.

In an automobile 
accident last July 17, basis for the 
suit, the plaintiff in the action 
sustained a fractured skull, and 
was made permanently blind in 
one eye, and deaf in one ear. 

It took the jury only 45 minutes 
to award the full amount of the 
damage claim to the Brea man, 
who originally had sued for $50,- 
000, but amended his complaint to 
the lower sum. In a cross-com¬ 
plaint the defendants had claimed 
that the accident was unavoidable. 

Deputy District Attorney Har¬ 
old McCabe represented Mr. Himes 
in his action. The defendants were 
represented by Otto Jacobs, of the 
Santa Ana law frim of Head, Wel¬ 
lington and Jacobs.

On the Trabuco mesa, reached 
via Trabuco canyon, stand the 
ruins of an adobe structure 
which once was a ranch head¬ 
quarters house for San Juan 
Capistrano mission. Some of the 
walls are standing. One door¬ 
way is intact. The roof has dis¬ 
appeared and the red tile which 
once covered it are scattered. 

Alfonse Yorha recalls that this 
location once was seelcted by 
the Viceroy of New Spain for 
the site of San Juan Capistrano 
mission, in 1775.

SAN FRANCISCO. April 10. CP) 
Products of California farms 
brought the highest average prices 
in March that have been seen 
since quotations went tumbling 
down the market cascade in 1930. 

A survey made by Dr. H. J. 
Stover of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia placed the average at 106 
per cent of the pre-war level. 
This was up 2 points from Feb¬ 
ruary and 7 points from March 
last year. 

Dr. Stover computed that the 
products which brought this 
state's farmers $100 on the aver¬ 
age from 1911 to 1915 brought 
them $106 last month. 

Lemons Increase 
One important factor which 
should mean considerable in the 
way of increased income was the 
rise of lemons. The average price 
per box was $3.15, compared with 
91 cents in March last year and 
$2.60 in February this year. 

Other items showing increased 
prices from a year ago, provid¬ 
ing a boost to the farmers’ pur¬ 
chasing power, were veal calves, 
hogs, lambs, butter, poultry, wool, 
horses, alfalfa, potatoes, oranges 
and apples. 

Crops, Stock Equal 
Items at higher prices in March 
than in February were hogs, 
sheep, lambs, wool, horses, oats 
potatoes, beans, lemons and ap¬ 
ples.

DENVER. April 10. CP>—Colo¬ 
rado Democrats, unexpectedly con¬ 
fronted with the retirement last 
night of United States Senator 
Edward P. Costigan, weighed the 
possibilities of intra-party strife 
today as they discussed possible 
candidates to succeed him. 

Striking like a thunderbolt from 
the blue, Costigan's decision, 
which gave ill health as the rea¬ 
son, changed the entire aspect of 
coming races in Colorado for lead¬ 
ing federal and state offices and 
catapulated Gov. Ed C. Johnson 
into the spotlight as the probable 
candidate. 

Johnson and Costigan have been 
at political odds since 1934 when 
Miss Josephine Roche, now an as¬ 
sistant secretary of the treasury 
and a long-time friend of the sen¬ 
ator, made a strong but unsuc¬ 
cessful attempt to wrest the Dem¬ 
ocratic gubernatorial nomination 
from Johnson. 

In the last two years, the gov¬ 
ernor has repeatedly directed 
barbed attacks at Costigan, and 
in many quarters it was consid¬ 
ered that the logical succession 
of events would see Johnson for¬ 
saking his state office to run for 
the senate. 

Costigan became widely known 
here and in Washington for his 
activities in connection with the 
sugar industry. He was co-author 
of the Jones-Costigan law.

Scantling 
New Books 


By VERNA RAMSEY 

According to Clemence Dane, 
there are two main method* of 
writing. “You can know about 
something you imagine and write 
down your knowledge, or you can 
imagine about something you 
know and write down your imag¬ 
ining.” she says In her new col¬ 
lection of tales, “Fate Calls Out." 
She has taken what she calls "the 
easier task of imagining about 
things known." 

In this collection there are nine 
tales based on English history, the 
Bible, Grimm's lairy tales and oth¬ 
er sources. In each story we find 
a man or a woman coming face 
to face with face and either fall¬ 
ing or conquering. One of the 
tales tells of a country rector 
named Benjamin Cobb. The 
strange woman who was his wife 
dominated his life, making it end 
in tragedy. It is perhaps less 
obvious but none the less true, 
that he also ruined her life. The 
story, "Spinsters’ Rest,” is based 
on Grimm's fairy tales. It is a 
beautifully told tale, blending 
an ancient theme with modern 
psychology. One of the most in¬ 
teresting.

NOVOSIBIRSK, U. S. S. R., 
April 10. UP>—Soviet authorities 
announced today that a small, 
automatic radio baloon. sent up 
from the Novosibirsk meteoroligi- 
cal station, had reached a height 
of more than 26 miles. 

They declared this to be the 
highest man-made instrument has 
ever ascended. 

The exact altitude registered on 
the instruments of the balloon, 
which did not carry passengers, 
was 42,200 meters—138,451.16 feet. 

The temperature of the air fell 
from 25'j degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit, at the ground to 63% 
below at 37,073 feet, then mounted 
to 38 below at the peak height. 

The air pressure during the as¬ 
cent decreased from 757 milli¬ 
meters at the ground to only 4 mil¬ 
limeters at the highest point.

The World Is His Country 

T HE world will be glad to read today that the new 
dirigible Von Hindenburg probably will reach its home 
base safely at Friedrichshafen despite the disabling of 
two of its four motors. The maiden flight on the Von 
Hindenburg, under Dr. Hugo Eckener, a modern Magellan, 
who has won great honors for Germany through a decade 
of amazing Zeppelin flights, was made to Rio de Janiero 
last week. 

His flight got less notice than it deserved in American 
papers because they were full of the story about another 
German, facing execution in New Jersey. It got none at 
all in Germany, because Hitler’s little Herr Goebbels, the 
Nazi propaganda minister, had sent out to all German 
papers this notice: 

“The name of Dr. Hugo Eckener will no longer be 
mentioned in newspapers and periodicals. No picture or 
articles about him shall be printed.” This sentence of 
silence was pronounced because Dr. Eckener refused to 
participate in propaganda before the recent farcical 
election. 

So, as far as the German press is concerned, Dr. 
Eckener is dead. The rest of the world will honor him as 
a great Liberal journalist, a master scientist and one of 
the boldest navigators of the modern era. We will honor 
him the more because he refused to betray his conscience. 
And some day, when Germany is finished with its day of 
little dictators, Dr. Eckener will be seated in her Valhalla 
along with the other authentic German heroes. 

Convicts for Neighbors 

W OULD you like for the city to build a big jail next 
to your home and fill it with convicts? The chances 
are you wouldn't. A similar situation on a community 
scale exists in the revived proposal to place a huge state 
prison farm in the rich agricultural belt lying between 
Santa Ana and the prosperous coast cities. Here are a 
few practical questions orx that topic— 

Would a prison farm at this site tend to interfere 
with future residential development of Santa Ana in com¬ 
ing eras of prosperity? 

Would the nearness of a convict colony depreciate 
adjoining property values? 

Would the prison tend to keep wealthy retired people 
from investing in the area? 

Would nearby residents be endangered if convicts 
should escape? 

Would Santa Ana and her sister communities suffer 
an intangible moral and aesthetic loss because of close 
association with the prison operations and idea? 

Our answer to those questions would be “yes.” And 
a “yes” answer to those queries means a “no” answer 
to the prison site proposal.

A Month of War 

A NNIVERSARY of America’s entry into the World 
war 19 years ago this week reminds us that the 
United States with but one exception has chosen the first 
month of spring to start its wars. 

All our wars, excepting that of 1812, began in April. 
On April 19, 1775, the embattled farmers of the Revolu¬ 
tion fired the shot heard round the world at Concord 
bridge. 

The Mexican war began on April 23, 1846, when 
General Zachary Taylor’s forces engaged Mexicans at 

Matamoras. 

The Civil war began with the bombardment of Fort 
Sumter by the Confederates on April 12, 1861. 

On April 21, 1898, congress declared war on Spain, 
the first formal war declaration in American history. 

And on April 6, 1917, America entered the “war to 
make the world safe for democracy.” 

This has not been a peaceful country. In 150 years 
as a nation we have fought six major wars—more than 
one every generation. Let’s ward off the next one by 
adequate national defense, a real neutrality law, and 
adoption of universal draft of money as well as men.
